Bring to the boil, and allow’ to’ sim- 

mer gently for 1 hour. Leave till 

cold, then drain. (The rind need 
not be tender as it is not required.) 


Cut the oranges into quarter, 
scrape out the pulp, and rub through 
a wire sieve. It will practically all 
rub through with the exception of 
the pips. 3 . 


Put the pulp back in the water in 
which the oranges were boiled, add 
2 Ibs. sugar, and cook slowly till 
sugar dissolved. Then bring to the 
boil. Cut up %% Ib. ginger into 
small cubes, and odd, Boil all to- 
gether 20-30 minutes till it jells 
when tested on a plate. 


Tangerine Marmalade 


Having first wiped and weighed 
them—put 20 Seville oranges and 6 
tangerines Into preserving pan with 
water in proportion. (To each 
pound of fruit allow 1% lbs. sugar, 
and 1% pints water.) Cover with a 
plate to keep the fruit under water 
and boll gently about. 1% hour. til 
tinds ure tender. The’ tangerincs 
will not take so long to caok as the 
oranges, and should be removed 
from the pan as soon as done. 


When oranges’ are cooked = suf- 
Nclently—turn into large basin with 
the water, and leave till next day. 
Then cut oranges and tangerines Into 
quarters, scrape out pulp and rub 
through sieve. Slice the rinds as 
fincly as possible (or pass through 
mincing or marmalade machine.) 


Place rinds in basin with pulp and 
water, Now measure pulp, ete. into 
pan—add sugor and boll about 40 
minutes till it Jelis. This is u de- 
licious marmalade; and it Is worth 
while making a good quantity of it.

For what is the “cat” administered? 

For offences within prison—inclting to mutiny, 
assaulting o prison officer, or for no particulurly 
brutal ogsault upon a fellow convict. 

The court cun inflict the “cut” for robbery 
with violence and also upon men convicted as 
“incorrigible rogues of a certain type of offence 
connected with white slavery. 

The “cat” ty usually administered in doses of 
twelve, eighteen, twenty-four, or thirty-six strokes. 
If more than twelve strokes are given the flogging 
is carried out by two warders,-one left hand and 
one right hand. 

Whena convict Is to ve fogged he is taken 
to a place away from the other prisoners and Is 


examined by the prison doctor, who has to certify 


him able to receive the punishment. 


Then the ay is ‘stripped to the waist, hand- 
outed a and his fect fixed, to a steel contraption’ like 
a trip 

‘This causes the man to ralse himself slightly 
on his toes and bend forward to recelve the lashings, 

Then two warders place o screen over the back 
of his head as-a protection to the neck, while 
another, two officers place a similar screen across 
the lower part of the spine. 

The prison governor, chief officer, and the 
hospital attendants are all present. The doctor !s 


tho only man to stand. in front-of the prisoner-in —- | - 


order that he may determine the condition of the 
convict as the fogging progresses, 


BANDAGES 
If the convict shows signs of. fainting, after 
even the second Insh has been inflicted the doctor

OST blunders in life 
have to be paid for.

Of.all the reckless things 
done by the “peace-makers” 


in Paris this was the worst.” 


Yet the biggest ramp in 
diplomatic history passed 
all but unnoticed at the 
time. 


‘The Czech and pro-Czech 
intriguers who . bamboozled 
the peace delegates had an 
easy game.. Those’ over- 
worked and weary states- 
men were under strong 
pressure to finish quickly 
their recasting of the map 
of Europe and get back to 
the urgent problems await- 
ing them at home. 

A small act of self-secking or 
time-serving ‘‘experts” flooded 
them with one-sided memoranda, 


joined the British, with their 
allies. They served. in France 
and Africa, and-with distinction. 
Britain has not forgotten to be 
grateful, 


It is natural that Macao's 
Governor should be warmly wel- 
come here. His personality 
alone would assure him of that. 
But besides his own attributes, 
he is 2 representative of 2 nation 
whose people, under the old code 
of North America’s. Indians, 
would be Briton’s blood brothors ; 
for they have fought and died 
in the same cause. Moreover, as

and uninformed statesmanship.” 

The Peace Conference was 
bluffed into making Czecho- 
Slovakin. .That bluff,has lasted 
almost twehty years. It is now 
very near to being called. 


Counterfeit: Label 


HE very mame “Czecho- 

Slovakia” has no sense. It, 
was a.counterfeit label without 
historic or ethnographical signi- 
ficance. One might as well talk 
of “Anglo-Holland.” 

This Central European sham, 
which is a perpetual danger to 
the peace of that part of the 
Continent, was contrived in the 


interests of the Czechs, a crafty 


race, who managed to keep a 
foot in both ‘camps. throughout 
the war and ‘at its end claimed 
an extravagant .reward from 
the victors for their duplicity.

EFFECTS OF WAR .- 

Like other concerns dealing in and 
hendling loodstufls we found a mark- 
ed increase in demand consequent 
upon the Sino-Japanese conflict and 
the influx of refugees in August last. 

The turnover for the year consti- 
tutes a record in the Company's his~ 
tory, but unfortunately the’ profits 
mude were not commensurate with 
the volume of business done. As you 
are aware this Colony, particularly 
the Chinese community, depends to a 
very large extent upon Canton and 
neighbouring Const Ports for the 
greater part of its foodstuffs. The 
interruption to communications cur- 
tailed supplies, with the result that 
prices soarcd to very high levels. 
Whilst we were able to re-coup our- 
selves by raising the prices of the 
varicus commodities for re-sale, we 
had to shoulder a very heavy In- 
crease in ‘the cost of milk production. 


Feeding costs reached a new high. 


level, and the position was aecen- 
iled by a 60 per cent. rise in the 
price of rice straw, the only locally 
grown foodstuff, duc to damage to the 
rice crop caused by the September 
{yphoon, Our own grass crop also 
suffered from the same cause, The 
costs of pastcurization, und the im- 
proved hoed and seal capping syg- 
fem adopted last year have also 
materially added to the milk cost. 

Fortunately the demand for imilk 
also took s strong upward curve. The 
question of Increasing the price of 
milk is one’ that has engaged the 
serious consideration of your Board

Witness Stand 


Further evidence in the clalm for 
remuncration of $818.33 against the 
Hon. Sir Shouson Chow, Mr. Kan 
Tong-po, mannger of the Bank of 
Eust Asia, Mr. Li Sing-kul, Chairman 
of the Chinese Chamber of Com- 
merce,’ ond Mr. Shou J. Chen, 
Manoger of the Bank of China, 
brought by Mr, Francis Yee, was 
heard before Mr. Justice R. E, Lind- 


sell at the Summary Court this 
morning. : : 5 


The claim against the four defen- 
dants, who were stated to have been 
delegnted by the Chinese Govern- 
ment to take charge of the sald of 
Salvation Bonds in Hongkong, is in 
connection with the advertising cam- 
pnign for the bonds, 


The plainti{ was represented by 
Mr. M. A. da Silva, while Mr, Peter 
-H. Sin oppeared for ‘Sir-- Shouson 
Chow and Mr. Shou J. Chen, Mr, 
Cc. Y. Kwan was for the other two 
defendants, 


‘ 
A counter-claim for damages in 
-the sum of $385 wns brought by Sir 
Shouson Chow ond Mr. Chen. The 
claim {s for alleged breach of duty 
by plaintiff in authorising or procur- 
Ing the printing of 10,000 posters. 


Mr. Shou J, Chen continued giving 
evidence from the previous: hearing 
when he said that the committee had 
never sanctioned or tried to put up 
any poster, and that it was definitely 
decided that they would not make 
use of posters, 


The sub-manoager of the Bank of 
China, Dr. S, F, Lam was then ques- 
tloned by Mr. Sin, and in reply said 
that he wos not a member of the 
Bond Committee. No rough sketch 
of the poster had been shown to him 
by the plaintif! before the printing, 
and when the -bill arrived for: the 
posters he took the plaintiff! to see 
Mr. Chen who was annoyed about it 
us he had not approved of the poster, 


HAD NO AUTHORITY 


Dr. Lam further said that if plain- 
tiff! had asked him to approve the 
rough sketch of the poster he could 
not have done so as he had no 
authority to do so. 


Mr. C. ¥. Kwan who is acting for 
the second’ and third defendants, then 
submitted that there was no case to 
answer In respect to his own clients 
us in the writ his clients were sucd 
personally, and there was nothing 
either, In the title or the endorsement 
suggesting that his clients were sued 
In their representative capacity. 


After citing from different legal 
authorities, His Lordship sald they 
might possibly save some time if any 
other evidence could be brought up 
after. the summing up, of Mr... Sin’s 
_cuse had been heard. 


SUMS UP CASE 


Mr. Sin then summed up his case 
und said that the defence clearly 
embodied in uw letter written by him 
to Messrs. Deacons, who were acting 
for plaintiff, on November 27. 


The claim on the part of the 
plaintiff ts that he was employed to 
conduct an advertising compaign in 
respect of the sale in Hongkong of 
the Bonds, and that the campalgn 


‘| was terminated on March 31, 1938, 


It was agreed that his remunera~ 
tlon should be $200 per month as 
from November }, 1937, and that h¢ 
was wrongfully dismissed on Novem- 
ber 13. To succeed the plaintiff 
must prove conclusively that he was 
so employed upon the basis alleged 
by him. The campaign may operate 
until March .31, 1938, but It does not 
follow that the plaintiff! will be 
engaged until then. 


An allowance of about $150 a

Hongkong to-day extends a 
welcome to His Excellency the 
Governor of Macao, Dr. Artur 
Tamagnini Barbosa, one of 
Portugal’s most distinguished 
and popular diplomats. When 
the Portugucse warship which 
brings him here exchanges 
galutes with Hig Majesty's re- 
presentatives they will have 
more than ordinary significance. 
They will punctuate another 
chapter of the story: of Anglo- 
Portuguese friendship which 
goes back nearly 900 years. 


It is a rather interesting and 
instructive friendship, that 
which has existed between two 
maritime powers “which were 
always in the forefront in the 
early days of colonisation and 
discovery.

It conalsts of n long wooden stick, to the end 
of which are attached nine 28-inch long strips; of 
cord, interspersed ut every six inches with knots 
of silk cord.

For offences. within prison—inciting to mutiny, 
assaulting a prison .officer, or for a particularly 
brutal assault upon a fellow convict.

and uninformed statesmanship.” 
The Pence Conference was 
bluffed into making Czecho- 
Slovakian. That bluff has lasted 
almost twenty years. It is now 
very near to being called. 


Counterfeit Label 


[HE very name ‘“Czecho- 
Slovakia” has no sense, It 
was o counterfeit Jabel without 
historic or ethnographical signi- 
ficance. One might as well talk 
of “Anglo-Holland.” 

This Central European sham, 
which is a perpetual danger to 
the pence of that part of the 
Continent, was contrived in the 


interests of the Czechs, a crafty. 


race, who managed to keep a 
foot in both camps throughout 
the war and at its end claimed 
an extravagant ‘reward from 
the victors for their duplicity. .

(LoouGH Czechq-Slovakia has 
14,000,000 inhabitants, only

WHEN the document was pre 
sented to the Peace Confer- 
ence it occurred to no one to 
point out that the Czechs and 
Slovaks who had accepted it 


‘were all American citizens, and 


as such hardly qualified to'de- 
cide the fate of Central Europe. 
Yet when it had served its pur- 
pose this agreement was re- 
pudiated by Dr. Masaryk. He 
had pledged himself to secure 
for the Slovaks a parliament of 
their own and autonomous gov- 
ernment in the new. State. 
preserve their own preferential 
position, the Czechs got out of 
the bargain by saying that it 
did not count because it had been 
signed on a public holiday. 

But Czechs and Slovaks com- 
bined number only 814 millions. 
Accordingly,, by all sorts 
apecious arguments of which the 
peace delegates in their haste 
would admit no rebuttal, the 
Czech leaders asserted a further 
claim to annex large blocks of 
of entirely different 
race. : :

The Maharaja Of 
Patiala

. The death is announecd of Sir 
-Bhupindra Singh, the Maharajah of 
Patinlo, at the age of 47,—Reuter, 

Sir Bhupindra Singh, Maharajah 
of Potlatn,. wns tho head of the Silths 
in India, Born in October 1801, he 
suceceded his father In 1000, but did 

- not Wctually rule till 1910. He had, 
in the meantime, received an excel- 
--Jent education, and his .necession -to 
power was marked by the develop- 
ment of the progressive policy pur- 
sued by the council of regency, 
grent attention belng devoted to the 
welfare of his people. 

The ruler’ of the Jargest State in 
the Punjab, wilh « population of 
1,500,000, he was o man of great 
wealth, with an income estimated nt 
£300,000, His palaces were tren- 
sure houses of jewels. At the cor- 
onation of the Maharaja of Kashmir, 
the jewels he wore were worth 
£200,000, 

‘The Maharaja was a keen sports- 
man. He was no clever polo ployer 
and an. excellent batsman. In 1011 
he was captain of the Indian cricket 
team which toured Enjland and he 
played against the M. C, C. team in 
India in 1926-7, 


A LOYAL PRINCE 


When the Indilun_— expeditionary 
force left for France In the autumn 
of 1914, he accompanied it, but a 
scrious illness made it necessary for 
him to return to Indja before he had 
reached ‘Egypt. His State supplied 
a large contingent to the army— 
28,000 men—-and as hend of the 
Sikhs, the Maharoju did much to 
stimulate recruiting In other parts of 
the Punjab, os well as making gen- 
ecrous gifts of money and material, 
The troops from Patlala were em- 
ployed in nearly all the theatres of 
war. 

When along with Sir S. P, Sinha 
(atlerwards Lord Sinha) the 
Moharaja was. selected as a member 
of the Imperial War Cabinet and 
went to England in the summer of 
1918, he visited the troops in France 
and elsewhere. 

During the troubles in the Punjab 
in the spring of 1919 he played an 
Important part in bringing them to 
an end, His influence maintained 
oalm in Als own territory and the 
ndjacent districts. Later, for the 
Afghan war he offered his services 
and those of his troops, and was 
given a staff appointment. He took 
part in an exhausting campalgn in 
the hot weather, remaining at the 

front until an armistice was granted 
to the Amir, : 

In 1921 he took un leading part in 
the inauguration of the Chamber of 
Princes. He was taised to the rank 
of a major-general, his permanent 
Jocal salute was increased from 17 
to 19 guns, and he received ‘the 
GC.S.1, G.C.LE. and G.B.E. : 

In August 1925, he visited London 

_ with the Maharani in semi-state, 
taking the entire fifth floor of the 
Savoy Hotel, the “Millionalre's 
Wing", which comprise 35 suites or 

- 100 rooms, In 1928 he took a coun- 
try house at Chalfont St. Giles, 


KEEN ON INDIAN POLITICS 


The Maharaja displayed a keen 
interest in the extension of seclf- 
government in India. Chancellor of 
the Chamber of Princes, he declired 
in 1028 that they would never submit 
to be ruled. by British India, The 
Princes would safeguird the scpar- 
ate political existence of their Stutes 
at all costs. A situation hod arisen 
in whlch the Interests of the States 
had‘ been subordinated to those of 
British India wherever the two con- 
flicted. At that ‘time he favoured a 


* federal system, but in t931 he.us- 


serted that the federation scheme 
.proposed was fraught ‘with danger 
to the. very existence of the Indian 
States. He suggested instead a 
‘union of the Indian States nione in 
direct relationship with the Crown. 

Later he stated that he was not 
opposed to the principle of f{edera- 
tlon, but merely to the scheme cut- 
Uned in the Federal Structure Re- 
port. In January 1935, he moved a 
resolution in the Chamber of Princes 
stating thelr readiness to federite, 
if the Constitution Act in {ts final 
form satlaficd their conditions, 

Replying to those Indian politicians 
who favoured federation in the hope 
that the Princes willl be forced to 
introduce a democratle form of gov- 
ernment, the Mahorojo said: “If Bri- 
tlsh Indla hepes to compel us to 
wear’ on our healthy body-politic the 
Nessus shirt of n discredited political 
theory, they are living in a world of 
unreality".- He had’ previously de- 
clined to have anything to.do with 
the Congress creed. of independence 
for all,India. 


DECORATED BY POPE 


. In 1930 a number of charges were 
made against the ruler In a pamph- 
Tet, but an Inquiry held by a British 
oMicial fniled to substantiate uny of 
them. The charges, It was ‘held, 
were the result’ of a conspiracy in 
certain quarters to vilify und dis- 
grace the Maharaja, When he left 
for England in that year, however, 
there wasn hostlic demonstration by 
thousnnds of people.

FELLOW VILLAGERS 


Accused were = fellow-villagers, 
and on hearing of' the bet the second 
asked deccased to return the moncy. 
Deceased refused, und it was possible 
thot his determination to hold on to 
the money In the face of repented 
demands ted to hls murder. 

In ndditlon te accused and de- 
ceased, there were two other guards, 
Nos, 26 and 77, statloned on the 
Isinnd, and thelr dutiss were to 
protect the magazine, the administra- 
tive side of which was in churge of 
Mr, W. H. Bailey, The guards were 
under the control of an Indinn Police 

ergennt, B56. 

See used and deceased had thelr 
quarters in the same bungalow, 
while the others, together with the 
Sergeant, stept at the Police Station. 
The guards occasionally -left the 
Island. to do other work, and on 
Januury 29 the second accuscd was 
put on anti-piracy, work. He wus 
absent for about a’ fortnight, and on 
hls return on February 14 the guards 
were on friendly terms. 
WANTED MONEY BACK 

The bet, continued Counsel, took 
place on February §, and on learning 
of this on his return, second accused 
asked decensed to hand back 
the money. Evidence ‘would be 
given that = he asked = several 
times and appeared angry on every 
occasion when his demand was not 
complied with. He was also heard 
to say that he would get baeke the 
money if he could. : 

On the day of the murder, Febru- 
ary 17, second prisoner repeated his 
request and was again refused. He 
went on' duty at 6 p.m, and was re- 
lieved about an hour later by guards 
26 and 77. : 

Sometime after 8.30 p.m. someone 
sounded the alarm bell at the Police 
Station, where the Sergeant was 
sleeping. It was not known who 
sounded the bell, On hearing the 
naiarm, guard 26 Immediately an- 
swered and walked towards the 
Station from the pler, where he wus 
on duty. Meanwhile, the Sergeant 
had also been awakened and went 
out to make jnquiries. On the way 
he met on boatman, Lam Chiu, who 
told him he had heard groans coming 
from the hungalow, where accused 
and deceased had their quarters, 

“l HAVE BEEN KILLED” 

. The Sergeant immediately went to 
the bungalow, where he saw deceased 
lying on his bed, and the accused 
sitting on their own. The first words 
spoken by deceased were: “I have 
been killed.” Mr, Bailey was im- 
mediately sent for, but before his ar- 
rival, deceased ayain remarked: “My 
two legs are broken and I have been 
Injured on the side,” 

Immediately afterwards, guard 26 
arrived on the scene, and deceased 
spoke to him, at the same time point- 
ing to the accused: “You sce these 
two fellow-villagers have killed me.” 
Guard 26 asked: “Who has assaulted 
you?” and deceased replied: “These 
people have beaten me with my own 
stick. No. 3 (first prisoner) beat me 
while No, 18 (the second) held me 
down.” On hearing this, guard 26 
turned round und said to accused: 
“You have done o bad thing. ‘You 
have killed a man.” First prisoner 
replicd: “I have assaulted him,” 
whereupon deceased sald: “Two men, 
one man can't do it.” : 

ADMITTED ASSAULT 

On ‘his arrival after he had com- 
municated with the Water Police 
Station, Mr. Balley found deceased 
bleeding profusely In the lower part 
of the body and immediately sent for 
bandages, Deccased spoke to him in 
broken English to the effect that they 
had been fighting, ond accused was 
heard to reply that he made the as- 
sault, 

Subsequently, deceased was taken 
fo the Queen Mary Hospital where 
he died shortly after he was ad- 
mitted. Accused were talcen to the 
Kowloon Hospital - and examined. 
Brulses were found on the , first 
accused and minor scratches of the 
second. There were bioodstains on 
their clothing. 

A post mortem examination per- 
formed by Dr. R. S. Begble on the 
deceased showed that he died from 
multiple wounds ond loss of blood. 
Dr. Begble was of the opinion that 
the injuries could have been caused 
by ao stick, and that deceased must 
have been struck at least 30 heavy 
blows, There were seven marks at 
the back of deccased’s body, resem- 
bling tram-lines, 

TRIED TO INTERVENE | 

When formally charged, first ac- 
cused’ said he had no - intention of 
murdering decensed. The second 
prisoner remarked that he went there 
only for the purpose_of separating. the 
first accused ond deceased. He was 
sitting outside after having: had his 
meal when he heard a noise, After 
sounding the alarming bell and in- 
forming the Sergeant, he went to 
the bungalow, He had no enmity 
against’ decreased, 

At the Magistracy, first accused 
made a statement Jn which he said 
he hed a dispute with deccnacd over 
the exact amount of moncy owing, 
to him. Words of abuse were ex- 
changed, and decensed then got up 
and hit him, He retaliated by tak- 
ing up ao stick and beating deceased 
Mh it.
